CROOK, THE IND;AN FIGHTER. 


Tho Gciicrnl'rH Views on the Trover 


Indian I'ollcy. 


CHICAGO, July f>.—General Gco. Crook, the 
otoi-an Indian fighter, passed through this 
ity on his way to Washington, and a re- 
urter had a few moments' conversation with 
im wi'/r. reference to tho management of tho 
rentier tribes: 
" \Vliat do you think is tho best policy to 
rui-siie towards these Indians';'' 
"I do not care to say much about that part 
f it," replied tho general, "becar.so I do not 
,-ish to scorn to bo interfering with what docs 
ot concern me. My part of the business is 
ccomplished. The rest is in tho province o£ 
lose who have the management of tho In- 
ians." 
"It has been claimed that you are in favor 
f putting the captured Indians on tho rascr- 
ution with the rest.of their nation, and think 
h;it tho wisest policy;" 
"That is practically true. I beiiovo that 
hr-ycanbo trusted, with proper inauago.- 
icnt. 
The Indians must be treated like 


ousoning beings it we wish to have them act 
rationally. If ilioy are put on the resorva- 
ion and given farms, so that they can sus- 
iin themselves, all will be well. The feeling 
mong thoso who suiTeridored was favorablo 
D this plan. Among tho first things they 
shed me about was the proem-ing o£ £arnw, 
lio«-;:ifr their desire to become civilised and 
elf sustaining. I believe it will work wall if 
liny are given tho opportunity. I do not 
hink tho idea of moving them elsewhere a 
iracticable one.

Making' S:iH on Turk's Island. 


Kuniimg through the islaud the long- 


est wav is a sag or valley, in which are 
located the salinas and salt ponds. 
The northwest side is skirted with a 
beach, but not so high as that on the 
northeast side. The land on which are 
located tho ponds is on a level with the 
sea. 
A canal, neatly walled with stone, 


conducts the water from the sea to a 
reservoir, which feed the "pans" when 
needed, or when the elements have con- 
verted thejsea-watcr into brine strong 
enough to "be used in the pans. Thero 
are two kinds of saline resources for thu 
conversion of salt-water into salt. 
One 


kind may be called "saline" proper. 
and the other a "salt pond." The 
latter has a never-failing supply of 
water, being fed by springs of salt- 
water. 
A saline proper is a flat, and it 


may contain afew acres oragreatrnany, 
and is supplied with water from tho 
ocean by the canal 
already" named, 


which can be opened or closed at will. 
The first water let in from the ocean 
goes into a large reservoir, which holds 
about half as much as the entire area of 
tho salina. 
The water remains in this 


receptacle some weeks, 
evaporation 


continually going on by the action of 
the wind and sun. When it reaches 
sixty degrees or more, as measured by 
a salometer — salt-water being between 
ton and twelve degrees — it is fit to bo 
turned into tho division called pans, 
which, is done cither by hand or water- 
wheels or windmills. At sixty degrees 
all foreign matter held in solution is 
precipitated. The "pans" vary in size, 
but generally are from one-eighth to 
three-fourths of an acre in area; are 
laid out so as to allow water courses be- 
tween each for the purpose of obtaining 
a supply of "brine" from the main reser- 
voir. Tho divisions are separated by 
walls made with stone or rnud. These 
arc abont two feet high, with a width 
from three to four feet. 
These "pans" 


are generally "raked down," and the 
debris thrown out once a year. This is 
called "cleaning pans." The brine sel- 
dom crystalizcs into pure salt unless 
there has been a month's absence of 
rain. It becomes a saturated solution 
at niuetv-six degrees and commences tc 
crystallise at 110 degrees, as measured 
by the salometer. To be gathered, tho 
salt has to be broken up by hand by an 
instrument called a "break-up." It is 
then raked into rows to bo carted into 
piles or heaps, some of wliieh contain 
as many as 10,000 bushels. 
Tho pans 


yield from 5,000 to 8,000 bushels per 
acre during the season. The canal has 
to be opened sometimes at low water to 
prevent an overflow of the pans from 
tho reservoir after a rain. A salt pond 
is distinguished from a salina by havin^ 
a basin, or a spring ol salt-water in tho 
center, and has its pans on a little 
higher ground. The basin is also a 
reservoir 'whose water is evaporated aud 
becomes brine sooner or later, according 
to the state of the weather. Tho methods 
ot" manufacture are about the same in 
the two classes. 
Care must be taken to 


have the water as pure as possible. — 
U. S. Consul Sawyer's Jicport. 


Lambs Forsworn by the Queen. 


We stated yesterday that in conse- 


quence o£ the mortality among shcop 
aud lambs in the present season and 
the low state to which the flocks in this 
country had been reduced, the QIIUUII 
had given orders that no Jamb is to be 
served for food in the royal household 
this year. 
The example thus set by the 


Queen is one which it is greatly to bo 
hoped others will be disposed to follow. 
Both in this country and in some of the 
continental countries there has been a 
serious decrease in the last few years 
in the number of sheep, and the process 
of replenishment is not one that cau 
bo hastened. Ewes of the older breeds 
usually- have one lamb a year, and those 
of the 
modern 
and 
highly 
fed 


varieties rarely have more than two, 
though triplets are sometimes seen. The 
chance of increase in the number of 
sheep in the country is therefore depend- 
ent in some degree on the preservation 
of the lambs of the present season. 
The 


diminution which, if the example of tho 
Queen be widely followed, would take 
place in tho demand would enable the 
farmers to keep the ewe lambs for 
further 'replenishment of their Hocks. 
Unchecked consumption tends to per- 
petuate and increase a scarcity, which 
will certainly be of a serious detriment 
to farming "prospects, and which will 
only be prevented from becoming[serious 
to consumers by bringing from New 
Zealand aud Australia the supplies 
which might otherwise have been raised 
in our own Colds. — London News.
